COURT CASE 
PAPERS LOST

RECORDS of a court case which 
saw two men convicted of abusing 
boys in Shoebury have been lost. 

Staff searched the Chelmsford 
Crown Court archive last month at 
the Yellow Advertiser’s request, but 
could find no trace of the prosecu¬ 
tions. 

The YA was seeking paperwork on 
Dennis King and Brian Tanner, who 
were jailed in May 1990 for their 
role in what Essex County Council 
described in official papers as a “sex 
ring” targeting “adolescent boys”. 

Surviving police records show 
King, then 55 and living in 
Cunningham Close, Shoebury, was 
jailed for four years after admitting 
four counts of gross indecency and 
three counts of attempted buggery. 

Tanner, then 57 and living in 


Beedell Avenue, Westcliff, got a 
three-year term for three counts of 
gross indecency and three counts of 
attempted buggery. 

Tanner has since died and King 
no longer lives in Essex. 

The YA had sought further details 
from the court, but staff could not 
locate any records. 

Court officers said it was not 
unusual for detailed paperwork on 
court cases to be destroyed after 
seven years. 

However, brief records which are 
usually kept even after the main 
files are destroyed could not be 
located either. 

A year-long YA investigation into 
historic abuse allegations culminated 
last month in Essex Police announc¬ 
ing a review of the King and Tanner 
case, after three whistleblowers 
reported “serious failures” in the 
original investigation. 

Former charity workers Rob West 
and Jenny Grinstead, and retired 


NHS manager Robin Jamieson, 
told police that several of the boys 
whose testimony formed the case 
against King and Tanner had actu¬ 
ally reported abuse by far more 
men, who were never prosecuted. 

They also claimed many alleged 
victims were never interviewed by 
police and most of those who were 
interviewed still did not receive 
proper aftercare. 

Their allegations are corroborated 
by contemporaneous records and 
have since been echoed by a fourth 
whistleblower, who was found by 
the YA and has agreed to cooperate 
with the Essex Police review. 

Essex Police confirmed this week 
that officers conducting the review 
have been instructed to track down 
all surviving paperwork connected to 
the two men’s offending histories. 

The YA revealed last week that 
police are also searching for an 
address book seized from King’s 
flat, which, according to contempo¬ 


raneous paperwork, went missing. 

Essex Police has called on vic¬ 
tims and witnesses to come forward 
and assist with the review. 

Police and Crime Commissioner 
Nick Alston said: “There’s an 
opportunity here to see whether any 
of those people are perhaps pre¬ 
pared to engage again, if not with 
police then a professional agency, 
to see whether there’s anything, 
even at this stage, which can be 
done to help them.”

SOUTHEND’S newest radio station went 
on air at last Friday. 

The trio behind FunkySX - Miles 
Shrimpton, Sam Mansford and Hugh 
Davies - launched the first broadcast on 
103.7 FM and then handed over to DJ Guy 
Powers. 

The friends also run the Funky Academy in 
Westcliff for the young and underprivileged 
youngsters of the area, but have now 
branched out with an urban and dance music 
radio station, serving Southend and neigh¬ 
bouring areas. 

The project received a huge boost in 2013 
when it won £50,000 in a public vote for a 
People’s Millions prize, run by the Big

The station has a five year FM licence 
and broadcasts 24/7 with a team of DJs.

A MAN who absconded from 
court after being convicted of rape 
has been arrested. Adrian Horwat, 
21, from Southend, was convicted 
of rape following a trial at 
Southend Crown Court on 
Monday, March 14. 

He absconded from the court 
while on bail before the jury were 
able to return verdicts on four 
other matters, which he was then 
later found not guilty of. 

Horwat contacted police on 
Sunday April 3, and was arrested 
for breaching court-imposed bail 
restrictions.

A crown jewel 


Copped Hall near Epping has 
had a rich and varied history 
from being a place of captivity 
for Mary Tudor, the venue for 
the first production of 
Shakespeare’s ‘Midsummer 
Night’s Dream’ and today the 
backdrop of rock star Rod 
Stewart’s home. 

Recorded history at Copped 
Hall starts in the 12th century 
when there was already a sub¬ 
stantial building on the site. At 
that time Copped Hall 
belonged to the Fitzaucher 
family who served the King as 
huntsmen. 

The Abbots of Waltham held 
the property from 1350 until 


1537, when the Abbot gave 
Copped Hall to Henry VIII in 
the vain hope of saving 
Waltham Abbey from being 
dissolved. This failed to 
appease Henry and the Abbey 
was dissolved in 1540. Henry 
VIII visited Copped Hall, but 
never lived there. In 1548 his 
son Edward VI allowed the 
future Queen Mary to live at 
Copped Hall where she 
remained - to a large degree - 
a prisoner, as she was a 
Catholic. 

In 1564 Queen Elizabeth I 
granted Copped Hall to her 
close friend - Sir. Thomas 
Heneage. 


Today, the Racquets Court 
and the stables have been large¬ 
ly restored, together with other 
service buildings. Replacement 
trees have been planted and 
lawns re-seeded. 

Internally, the mansion is to 
be restored to its 1750s’ form, 
and some of the roof and floor 
structures have been reinstated 
and essential structural repairs 
carried out. 

Rock star Rod Stewart lives 
in a property on the Copped 
Hall estate.

Snow way to make a sequel 



THE HUNTSMAN: WINTER’S WAR 
(12A, 117 mins) 


M IRROR mirror on the wall, who’s 
the fairest of them all? Alas, not 
Cedric Nicolas-Troyan’s function¬ 
al prequel-cum-sequel to the 2012 fan¬ 
tasy Snow White And The Huntsman, 
which promises a yarn that comes long 
before happily ever after. 

The Huntsman: Winter’s War boasts 
jaw-dropping costumes, sets and pro¬ 
duction design, plus special effects- 
laden action sequences awash with 
rampaging goblins and a shape-shift¬ 
ing arch-villainess. 

However, all of the slick, digitally ren¬ 
dered beauty cannot disguise uneven 
performances and a plodding script by 
Evan Spiliotopoulos and Craig Mazin, 
which cynically melds Hans Christian 
Andersen’s The Snow Queen and the 
Brothers Grimm to woo audiences, who 
hanker for a live-action version of Frozen. 

Kristen Stewart is noticeably absent as 
Snow White, but appears fleetingly in 
flashback. Chris Hemsworth and Charlize 
Theron reprise their roles as swaggering 
hero and scheming megalomaniac on a 
collision course with destiny. 

If risible regional accents were a 
crime punishable under UK law, 
Oscar-nominated actress Jessica 
Chastain would be sentenced to life 
without parole. Her gung-ho attempts 
at a Scottish burr catalyse several 
moments of unintentional hilarity when 
her acrobatic warrior isn’t somersault¬ 
ing through breathlessly orchestrated 
fight sequences. 

Queen Ravenna (Theron) rules over 
her realm in the south with a steely 
glare, aided by the magic mirror. 


Her kind-hearted younger sister, 
Freya (Emily Blunt), falls madly in love 
with the Duke of Blackwood (Colin 
Morgan), who is promised to another, 
and falls pregnant with his child. 

Shortly after the birth of a baby girl, 
the duke torches the infant in its crib, 
unleashing a wave of grief and fury in 
Freya that transforms her into The Ice 
Queen. 

She moves north, establishes her 
own kingdom and kidnaps children 
from nearby villages to mould into an 
army of heartless soldiers. 

“Do not love. It’s a sin... and I shall 
not forgive it,” snarls Freya to her 
trembling charges. 

Two of her finest warriors - Eric 
(Hemsworth) and Sara (Chastain) - 
defy this edict as adults and are cruel¬ 
ly punished. 

Seven years later (taking us beyond 
the events of the previous film), Snow 


White has vanquished Ravenna, but 
the magic mirror continues to exert a 
malevolent control. 

Eric leads a mission to consign the 
golden adornment to sanctuary, aided 
by dwarf Nion (Nick Frost) and his 
half-brother Gryff (Rob Brydon). 

The Huntsman: Winter’s War barely 
breaks sweat as it warps familiar fairy 
tales to facilitate a heavy-handed fable 
about love’s redemptive glow. 

Blunt’s solid portrayal of warped 
motherhood compensates for Theron’s 
campy theatrics that threaten to nudge 
a bloodthirsty conflict into the realms of 
pantomime. 

Hemsworth glowers, Chastain simpers 
and Frost and Brydon provide comic 
relief alongside Sheridan Smith and 
Alexandra Roach as a pair of potty¬ 
mouthed female dwarfs.

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M ORE than 150 years ago, 
Alexandra Park opened as 
a pioneering Victorian 
leisure park and today it still 
attracts thousands of visitors who 
enjoy everything from picnics and 
boating, to golf and ice skating. 

The 196-acre site in north 
London, known as The People’s 
Park, became home to Alexandra 
Palace which opened 10 years 
later, in 1873, on Queen Victoria’s 
54th birthday. 

While it was destroyed by fire just 
16 days later, typical Victorian 
vigour saw the palace rebuilt and 
reopened in 1875. Since then it 
has enjoyed a history of public 
entertainment, including being the 
birthplace of the BBC on 
November 2, 1936, when the 
world’s first regular high-definition 
public TV broadcast took place at 
the palace. 

The area occupied by the BBC, 
as well as the palace’s Palm Court, 
were the only parts of Alexandra 
Palace to escape damage in a 
second fire in 1980, which 
destroyed the great hall, banquet¬ 
ing suite, the former roller rink and 
the theatre dressing rooms. 

Following restoration work the 
palace reopened in 1988, and the 
huge historical building as well as 


its Grade II listed English Heritage 
parkland, continue to provide a 
place for recreational use. 

Visitors to the park will discover 
panoramic views of London’s sky¬ 
line from Canary Wharf to St Paul’s 
Cathedral and the Shard, making it 
a great place to enjoy a picnic. 

On a clear day the views are fur¬ 
ther afield and you can see Crystal 
Palace’s transmitter. 

If you fancy some coffee and 
wholesome food then take a seat 
at the Lakeside Cafe beside the 
boating lake, which is open every 
day of the week including bank 
holidays. 

The lake is open every day from 
11am to 6pm, weather permitting, 
between April and November. 

There are a range of boats to 
choose from including pedalos and 
classic rowing boats, each of 
which hold up to four people. 

Half an hour in rowing boats is 
£14.95 for a family of two adults 
and two children and half an hour 
in a pedalo including swan, dragon 
and VW Beetle pedalos, costs 
£16.95 for a family of two adults 



and two children. While under- 
twos ride for free, be aware that 
babies under 12 months are not 
permitted. 

While you are there you can see 
Leo the Lion, a popular bronze 
sculpture by the boating lake that 
has been climbed on by thousands 
of children over the last 40 years. 

Sir Charles Wheeler, who has 


worked on the Bank of England 
and a fountain in Trafalgar Square, 
was commissioned to produce the 
lion for the park’s former children’s 
zoo in 1973. 

Now also open in the park is the 
pitch-and-putt course, which is 
open from 10am on weekdays and 
9am at weekends until dusk, right 
up until the autumn. 

The 10-hole course costs £6.50 
for adults and £5.50 for children, 
students and OAPs. 

Visitors can also find a weekly 
Farmers’ Market most Sundays, a 
deer and skate park, walking 


routes, ornamental walkways and 
landscaped gardens to explore. 

There is also a children’s soft play 
area in the park by the grove and a 
second in the palace, along with 
an ice rink and a programme of 
events throughout the year.

Q. 

I am a first time landlord and need to get my property back now as my circumstances have 
changed, what do I need to do? 


Think Property Answer 

For first-time landlords, having to deal with all the legal stuff can seem pretty daunting. It’s a legal 
minefield of forms and dead-lines and notices and obligations. But if the boring legal stuff is not done 
correctly, you may find that you are unable to get your property back when you want. Here we discuss 
the steps to legally end a tenancy in England and Wales at the end of the lease.Say you have a tenant 
in your property and he's signed a six-month lease. After six months you can’t just expect or hope that 
the tenant will leave. You have to follow a very strict procedure using a form commonly referred to as 
a section 21 notice - so called because it refers to the section of the Housing Act 1988 that deals with 
ending a tenancy on the expiry or termination of the lease.(Note that here we are only dealing with the 
procedure for ending a tenancy at the end of the lease, not with ending it during the lease because the 
tenants have failed to pay rent or breached any other terms of the lease. There are different forms and 
procedures for that.)There are two versions of the section 21 notice and which one you use depends 
on when the notice is served. If you serve the notice before the end of the fixed term, then a section 
21(1 )(b) notice is used. 

If you serve the notice after the end of the fixed term, i.e. the tenancy has become a periodic tenancy 
(see below for definition), then a section 21(4)(a) notice is used. 


Procedure during fixed term 

You have to give the tenant a minimum of two months’ notice to end the lease and get the property 
back at the end of the fixed term. The notice period begins when the tenant receives the section 21 
notice. The tenant does not have to leave the property until the two months’ notice period has expired. 
You can send the notice more than two months before the end of the lease but the tenant does not 
have to leave before the end of the fixed term. 


Procedure after fixed term 

If the tenancy agreement continues after the fixed term (because you haven’t sent a section 21 notice 
during the fixed term) it becomes a statutory periodic tenancy which continues from month to month 
(or week to week, depending on how often the rent is paid). 

To end the lease in these circumstances there is a slightly different procedure for serving the section 21 
notice. You must give a minimum of two months’ notice and the date specified for possession must be 
the last day of a period of the tenancy. 

For example: a six-month tenancy agreement ends on 11th May and rent is paid monthly. No notices to 
quit are served so the tenancy agreement continues as a statutory periodic tenancy from 12th May. The 
last day of a period of the periodic tenancy would therefore be the 11th of each month. The section 
21 notice must therefore expire on the 11th of a month. 

If the correct procedure is followed the court will grant a possession order if the tenant refuses to leave 
the property. If the tenant still refuses to leave despite a court order being granted, the tenant can be 
evicted by county court bailiffs.

BMW keeps it nice and threesy 


POISE AND BALANCE: 
BMW 320d xDrive M 
Sport Auto

YOU know a car is important to its maker 
when the first 25 pages of the info pack for 
road testers is all about the vehicle's her¬ 
itage. Only then do you arrive at today's 
machine. 

Which in this case is the latest version of 
the car that means perhaps more than any¬ 
thing to BMW - the 3 Series. 

More than 14million have been sold since 
the first one appeared as a modestly-sized 
sporty saloon in 1975. 

Today, around one in four BMWs sold 
around the world is a 3 Series. So its contin¬ 
uing success, against ever stronger opposi¬ 
tion (Jaguar’s XE is the latest) could not be 
more important for the Bavarian car maker. 

That means you tinker with the basics at 
your peril. Much more sensible to advance in 
small steps, making successive models a bit 
faster, slightly more economical and making 
sure there are enough versions to tempt the 
maximum number of potential buyers. 

Which, in the case of UK 3 Series buyers, 
means at least 112 different types to consid¬ 
er, from modest rear-wheel drive petrol mod¬ 
els to big diesel bruisers with all-wheel drive 
and enough attitude to take pole position in 
the company car park. 

That’s before you take in the list of possible 
options. Always a German car maker’s spe¬ 
ciality, you can go crazy with the tick boxes 
and end up with something like the car on 


test. It was laden with an extraordinary 
£12,010 of options. Decide that after all you 
could live without a front armrest with sliding 
adjustment and already you’ve clawed back 
£45 (and every little helps). You don’t have 
to take any of the options, although you 
won’t see many 3 Series without metallic 
paint (£645) and heated front seats (£325) 
ought to be standard. 

But back to the car; put it next to a just 
superseded version and you’d need to be a 
BMW anorak to spot the difference. Tiny 
changes to air intakes and lights are the 
signs, while inside you might spot a bit of 


high gloss black and cup holders with a slid¬ 
ing cover. 

Under the bonnet all the petrol engines 
and most of the diesels are new to the 3 
Series, with useful gains in economy and 
emissions the result. 

BMW knows it has to maintain its reputa¬ 
tion as a maker of cars with a sporty feel 
and its engineers worry about the details, to 
the extent that the front suspension now 
uses five bolts to hold it to the body instead 
of three. That means less distortion and a 
purer feel when you're pressing on. 

Which you may want to do in a car like the 


model on test. Slipping into the hip-hugging 
front seats (a part of the £2,500 you pay for 
the M Sport package) you know instantly 
that BMW sweats the details. 

So the pedals are in precisely the right 
place, the instruments big, bold and easily 
read and there’s a general air of sober sense 
and lots of well applied black. 

You might find the stiffened suspension a 
bit grumbly over poor road surfaces but the 
poise and balance of the car is compensa¬ 
tion enough. 

The eight-speed automatic gearbox comes 
into its own when you feel less like a poten¬ 
tial FI entrant - perhaps on the way home 
after a hard day at the office when nothing 
went right. 

We all have days like that; the 3 Series dri¬ 
ver is better positioned than most to cope 
with them.

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HAMMERS HOLD 
ON FOR A POINT 


West Ham United 


West Ham United 2 Crystal Palace 2 

Brian Jeeves reporting from Upton Park 

WEST Ham were held by struggling Palace on 
a dramatic afternoon that saw Dimitri Payet 
score a contender for goal of the season and 
Cheikhou Kouyate controversially sent off after 
a clash with Eagles substitute Dwight Gayle. 

Despite time running out at the famous 
ground, Upton Park has become something of 
a fortress for the Hammers this season. 

West Ham went into the match unbeaten in 
their previous 12 home games with a top four 
finish wit hin their grasp. 

Alan Pardew’s Palace arrived just two places 
above the drop zone following a winless run 
stretching back to mid-December. 

But the Eagles can point to contrasting for¬ 
tunes in the FA Cup, which had seen them beat 
Tottenham Hotspur at White Hart Lane, further 
proof that they were more than capable of 
upsetting the Hammers applecart. 

The hosts enjoyed the better of early 
exchanges. Michail Antonio tested Palace 
goalkeeper Wayne Hennessey with a crisp 
drive from distance, while Emmanuel 
Emenike was close to making a telling con¬ 
tact with Aaron Cresswell’s centre. 

But it was Palace who took the lead. Adrian 
flapped at Bakary Sako’s dead ball effort and 
Damien Delaney nodded into an unguarded 
goal. But the lead was short-lived. 

Payet picked out Manuel Lanzini and the 
Argentine beat Hennessey with a crisp strike 
into the bottom corner of the net. 

The Hammers were clearly boosted by the 
goal. Hennessey was tested in quick succes¬ 
sion by Diafra Sakho and Payet, while the lat¬ 


ter’s free kick was too high as the hosts 
pushed forward. At the other end, Jason Pun¬ 
cheon was a whisker away after meeting Pape 
Souare’s deep cross. 

West Ham continued to press. Sakho nod¬ 
ded Payet’s troublesome flag-kick the wrong 
side of an upright. However, just before the 
break Palace were undone with a stroke of 
pure genius. 

Payet’s outrageously whipped free-kick 
zipped high beyond Hennessey, literally bring¬ 
ing the disbelieving house down in the process. 

After the break West Ham continued to 
press. Hennessey clung on to Lanzini’s dip¬ 
ping drive. Palace should have restored parity 
when substitute Gayle was thwarted by Adri¬ 
an, then Sako’s follow-up was hacked off the 
line by Cresswell. 

But then a flashpoint. Cheikhou Kouyate 
thundered in on Gayle, seemingly fairly, but 
referee Mark Clattenburg showed little hesita¬ 
tion in brandishing a straight red card. 

Buoyed by the decision, Palace went in 
search of an equaliser. 

Adrian used his feet to save from skipper 
Mile Jednick, but with 15 minutes remaining 
Gayle was on hand to punish a mix-up between 
Angelo Ogbonna and Winston Reid, side-foot¬ 
ing low past Adrian. 

In the final stages Reid produced a brave 
block to deny Sako, while Adrian again used 
his feet, this time to save from Puncheon. 

After the game, Hammers boss Slaven Bilic 
was reluctant to discuss Kouyate’s red card, say¬ 
ing: “I don’t want to talk about it. I want to talk 
about the game. We played good football and 
they were dangerous from set-plays. 

“It was more than the result, it was the way 
we played. We were dominating and close to 


scoring a third goal. It wouldn’t have put the 
game to bed, but it would have put us in a 
more comfortable position. 

“In the second half, their step was stronger 
without creating too many chances, but what 
happened had a huge impact on the game.” 

On Payet’s goal, Bilic added: “He created the 
kind of magic that is simply unbelievable.” 

Palace chief Pardew said: “There were a lot 
of talking points in the game because it was a 
terrific game of football, a tribute to this stadi¬ 
um, which is sadly soon to be no more. 

“But the sending off was the key moment. 
For me it looked harsh. 

“Ironically we had Dwight Gayle sent off at 
the beginning of the season and we thought 
that was harsh, so that kind of evened itself out. 

“But then we really pushed. But we had 
pushed before the sending off. We were much 
better in the second half. 

“If someone had offered me a draw at 2-1 
down at West Ham in the form they’re in, I 
would have taken it so I can’t complain.” 

West Ham face another London Premier 
League derby when Arsenal visit Upton Park 
on Saturday, April 9 (12.45pm).
